Candia, Island of Crete, Sept. 6, 8 p. m.— 
Gandia is ina state of anarchy. A collision 
between the Mussulmans, who were demon- 
gtrating against European control, and the 
British authorities, who have been installing 
Christians as revenue officials, culminated 
today in bloody fighting between the Mus- 
guimans and the British troops. 

Riots took place in various parts of the city 
and many have been killed.

Heroic Struggle Christians. 

The Legislative Assembly was once more 
established, but trouble at once arose over 
the question of finances. Moslem officials 
had eppropriated a large part of the rev- 
enues and the Cretans demanded that the 
Turkish government make the sums good. 
This was refused and in 1895 the Christians 
armed themselves and attacked the Turks. 
The Moslems fied to the towns to save their 
lives, and in 1896 the Christian Governor was 
replaced by a Moslem. Then the revolt as- 
sumed still more formidable proportions. 
The European powers tried to check it, but 
the Cretan Christians were receiving sub- 
stantial aid from Greece and more than held 
their own. Finally France, Austria, Ger- 
many, Russia, and Italy proposed a joint 
blockade of the Cretan ports, but England 
refused to join on the ground it would never 
consent to aid the Sultan in suppressing a 
revolt of his Christian subjects. Finally the 
other five powers obtained a promise from 
the Sultan to make certain reforms in Crete, 
and a new constitution was granted, but it 
never seemed to have been put in operation 
and the troubles continued worse than ever.

The Sultan replied that unless Greece with- 
drew from Crete he would make war on 
that country and Thessaly and the powers 
at once landed forces in Crete and served

Pirzeus, the port of Athens. Greece refused, 
and then the powers resolved that while they 
could not consent to the union of Crete to 
Greece they would give it an autonomous 
government under their own protection. In 
the meantime Greece was given six days to 


get its troops out of the island. Turkey as- 


sented to this, but Greece refused, and final- 
ly the powers blockaded the Cretan ports 
while the Turks and Greeks were fighting

E. Shaw, one of the candidates for Com- 
mander-in-Chief.

NAME NEW BISHOP IN IOWA. 


Dr. Thomas E. Green of Cedar Rapids’ 
Chosen to Succeed William 
Stevens Perry. 


Davenport, Ia., Sept. 6.—{Special.]—The 
Episcopal convention of the Diocese of Iowa 
ended today at a late hour, in the choice of 
Dr. Thomas B. Green of Cedar Rapids as 
successor to the Rev. Willlam Stevens Perry 
as Bishop of Iowa. 

Thirty-nine clerical delegates voted on the 
first ballot, casting 15 votes for Edsall, 20 
for Green, 2 for Jones, and 2 for Stires. 
The 108 lay votes were divided as follows: 
Edsall, 48; Green, 47; Jones, 10; Stires, 3. 

After that, for elght ballots the votes 


centered almost solely on the two leading 


candidates. Only 38 clergymen voted on the 
second time, 19 each for Green and Edsall. 
The missing vote turned up after that in the 
Green column and staidthere. Edsall gained 
several lay votes and afterward lost them. 
There was an election on the seventh bal- 
lot, except that Dr. Green was without‘a 
majomty of the lay vote if a blank ballot that 
had been cast. was counted as a vote. He 
declined to accept a questionable victory, 


| and the eighth ballot gave him a clear mar- 
gin, as follows: 


Clerical, Green, 20; Edsall, 
18; lay, Green, 58; Edsall, 49. 

The Rev. Thomas E. Green, Bishop of Iowa, 
was born in Pennsylvania and is the son of 
a minister, his father being associate pastor 
of Plymouth Church, Chicago, when Dr. 
Frank Gunsaulus resigned that pulpit. 

He graduated from Kendree College, 
Lebanon, Ill., and completed his collegiate 
and theological training at Princeton. : 

The year 1882 found him pastor of the 
Eighth Presbyterian Church, Chicago, and 
three years later he resigned to join the 
Episcopal Church, being assigned by Bishop 
McLaren to St. Andrew’s, Chicago, across 
the street from his old Episcopal Church. 

After two years he was transferred to 
Grace Church, Cedar Rapids, his parish hav- 
ing since become the largest in lowa and 
boasting a handsome church edifice. 

He is an energetic young churchman, to 
whom his new duties will not be strange, as 
since Bishop Perry’s death he has. stood 
practically in his place as chairman of the 
Standing committee of the diocese. :

Pier Crumbles and Falls, 


At noon today pier No. 2, counting fro 
the American shore, suddcnly crumbled end 


followed with a mighty crash by the center 
span and the span nearest to the American 
shore, with the traveler and the swarming 
men on it, some of them at a height of 
ninety fcet. 

The center span dropped straight into the 
river and then fell over towards the east and 
now lies on the bottom of the river visible 
to any one in a boat abovelt. But two men 
were working on it, and they were fortunate 
enough to escape with a few bruises. 

On the other span the men were working 
on the flooring of the bridge, and it was 
among these workmen that the greatest 
loss of life occurred. They were crushed 
beneath the herevy ironwork cf the bridge 
and the traveler and their corpses now lie at 
the bottom of the river. 

Not a single body has been recovered and 
there is absolutely no hope whatever of 
finding any until the tremendous mass of 
wreckage has been removed. After the first 
and most necessary duty of rescuing the 
wounded had been performed the work of 
removing the débris was started. 


Work of Rescue Begun.

| Cause of the Disaster.

The cause of the sudden crumbling away 
of the pier is generally thought to have been 
the action of the water on the concrete 
foundation. All the piers had been put in 
upon a concrete foundation and plier No. 2, 
which gave way today, had stood the test 
of the ice last winter without perceptible 
damage, and that seems to be the only ad- 
missible theory. 

An investigation which in all probability 
will soon be held will determine the cause of 
the accident satisfactorily. 

In the meantime, the grim fact .remains 
that fourteen men have been called to théir 
last account and seventeen others seriously 
injured, some fatally. | 

There is absolutely no sign of the pier. I§ 
has disappeared as completely as if tt were 
a card house.

Ransom for Prisoners. 


_Madrid, Sept. 6.—The Cabinet has author- 
ized the Foreign Minister, Duke Almodova! 
de Rio, to negotiate with the Philippine in- 
surgents to ransom the 5,000 Spanish prison- 
ers now in their hands, and it has been de- 
cided to transmit money to Manila for that 
purpose and for the relief of the Spanish 
troops, which are urgently in need of funds. 
The Ministers will ask General Jaudenes, 
the commander of the Spanish troops in the 
Philippine Islands, how to transmit the 
funds. 

The government has also cabled to Cap- 
tain General Macias at San Juan de Porto 
Rico requesting him to furnish fuller de- 
tails of the Americ economic régime in 
the Island of Parto Rico. This step was 
taken after considering his first report on 
the subject. 


Help for the Philippines. 


London, Sept. 6—A special dispatch from 
Madrid, published here this afternoon, says 
the Cabinet has been occupied in discussing 
the situation of the Spaniards, civil and 
military, of the Philippine Islands who may 
be desirous of returning to Spain but who 
are deterred from so doing by the number 
of the insurgents and their armed ships. 
Therefore, it is said, the Cabinet realizes the 
necessity for sending warships for their 
protection. 

Continuing, the dispatch says the Cabinet 
has decided to prevent the newspapers from 
printing accounts of the secret sessions of 
the Cortes. - 

The Spanish newspapers generally blame 
the government for attempting to control 
the debates of the Cortes, saying their con- 
vocation is useless if closed doors are added 
to the silence imposed upon the press.

This killing 
of the wounded has been practiced with the 
silent connivance of the British government, 
but has been kept from the public. 

How many wounded dervishes were put 
to death after the battle of Omdurman will 
never be known. Only one London news- 
paper makes mention of the 
though a leading editor whom I asked about 
it tonight merely shrugged his shoulders and 
said: ‘* Certainly, it is true; they always 
do it in the Soudan for safety, but we shall 
say nothing about it in our columns,” : 

The London Standard guardedly tells of 
the slaughter as follows: ‘‘Some of the 
Sirdar’s Soudanese were cautiously making 
their way ecross the field of battle, thelr 
duty being one which, however hatefui-it 
may seem to the theoretical humanitarian; 
warfare against a savage horde like the fol- 
lowers of the Khalifa makes imperative, 
There is no need to dwell on such incidénts 
It is enough to say that as every one with 
experience of fighting in the Soudan knows 
too well a wounded Baggara may often bé 
more dangerous than a Baggara without & 
scratch on him.

Starter Bruen’s Off Day. 

Starter Bruen‘'s work was about the least 
satisfactory he' has yet done. In one in- 
stance he allowed a boy to get a running 
start, something he hitherto had rigidly 
guarded against, and the starts in general 
were far from good. 

Elmer §., the gray colt who belongs toa 
New Orleans man named Burdeau, was re- 
sponsible for another circus exhibition sim- 
ilar to that which he recently gave at Har- 
lem.

Silvertone got a run- 
ning start and was two lengths clear of the 
field when all were well in motion.

Harlem, and ab Silvertone was full of speed 
there is no doubt he would have won the 
race regardless of the start. 

Vice Regal in the next race, at a mile, 
which numbered among its starters Mon- 
creith and Collins, whirled and beat the 
others a trifle as the barrier rose. He proved 
easily the best horse, and after being headed 
for a time by Collins, who tired at the turn 
into the stretch, he came on and won handily 
from Moncreith, who finished strongly but 
lacked two lengths of catching the leader.

TALK OF MICHIGAN DEAL AGAIN. 


Revival of the Report That Pingree Is 
Planning to Make Alger Re | 
Senator. | | 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 6.—[Specigl.]— 
Since the arrival here of Senator Burrows 
there has been a significant revival of inter- 
est among prominent politicians in the 
stories that a comprehensive deal is on foot 
to remodel Michigan politics. Scores of let- 
ters have been received here within the last 
few days, all telling of the coming deal. It 
is said it was fixed up when Governor Pin- 
gree was here a few weeks ago, and was en- 
tertained by Secretary Alger. 

According to the stories afloat, Secretary 
Alger and Governor Pirgree not only buried 
the hatchet deep.down in the earth but ar- 
ranged to divide the Wolverine State be- 
tween them. It is said the deal involved the 
retirement of Senator McMillan to a foreign 
mission, the appointment of Secretary Alger 
to the Senate by Governor Pingree, the re- 
election of the Governor as a matter of 


course, and the retirement of Senator Bur- 


rows, whose vote for $2 lumber in the con- 
ference committee alienated a certain sec- 
tion of the Michigan lumbermen with Ca- 
nadian properties. Among these was Albert 
Pack of Alpena, who it was at first sup- 
posed would succeed Burrows if the deal 
went through, but later the opposition to 
the Kalamazoo man has centered on ex-

Secretary Alger is naturally averse to 
talking about all this gossip, but other mem- 
bers of the Cabinet say the alleged deal has 
no foundation in fact, and is fatally de- 
fective because it necessitates the active 
coiperation of President McKinley, who is 
not anxious to invite more criticism of the 
kind generated by the retirement of John 


Mr. Hanna. They also say that the Mich- 
igan scheme originated with certain disap- 
pointed politicians in the State who want to 
get both Senators McMillan and Burrows 
out of the way for their own personal ends, 
and it is hinted strongly that in spite of 
the strong influence of Governor Pingree it 
would be next to impossible to induce the 
Legislature to vote for Secretary Alger for 
the short term after his appointment by 
Governor Pingree expired. 

The only thing certain is that Secretary 
Alger is planning a visit home some time

Strict caution and severe discipline on the 
part of motor companies, coupled with an 
enforcement of proper guards to be main- 
tained by the railways, will reduce the num- 
ber of such accidents to a minimum, but 
they can never be stopped until the grade 
crossing is forbidden altogether. Such a 
requirement would prevent the building of 
many useful electric lines in country dis- 
tricts, and it may not be desirable to insist 
on it in the present stage of development, 
but it. would be well if the people every- 
where could be taught to regard the banish- 
ment of the grade crossing as something 
that must be insisted on sooner cr later.

WHALING ice imprisoned whaling fleet 
INDUSTRY off Point Barrow proves 
EXxtTINctT. true it will probably mark 


the final passing of the 
whaging industry. It is believed that eight 
large whaling vessels, valued at $100,000 
each, have been crushed in the ice and de- 
stroyed, along with the products of last sea- 
son’s catch. The crews escaped, but the 
hardships to which they have been sub- 
jected, along with the heavy financial losses 
of all concerned, will certainly be sufficient 
to kill the last remnant of this once flourish- 
ing business. These vessels were caught in 
the ice and held prisoners over winter, neces- 
sitating a government expedition for the re- 
lief of the crews. The men have had all 
sorts of trouble and disaster, and noW they 
will come back empty-handed and penniless. 
The whales that once tempted great fleets 
into the Pacific have fled so far toward the 
pole that even steam can no longer pursue 
them. The species is nearly extinct, but

It ,is still more gratifying to be assured 
that should Colonel Bryan change his mind 
and ask to be mustered out, the request 
could not be complied with because the 
mustering out quota of Nebraska has been 
filled. The chances, therefore, are more 
than 16 to 1 that he will remain for some 
time an ornament to the military service. 
To whatever locality he may be assigned 
there will be no danger of his contracting 
the diseases peculiar to that nlace. The 
only ailment to which he is subject is that 
peculiarly distressing one—to other people 
—known as the kakoethes loquendi, and 
should that attack him in the Philippines, 
for instance, the effects would not be dan- 
gerous, as the Malays and Negritos are 
proof againstit. In the meantime the sooth- 
ing, heavenly peace which the people of 
this country wil! enjoy is something for 
which they will feel profoundly grateful. 
It was almost worth the cost of the war 
with Spain to be assured immunity from 
the weak, wishy-washy, everlasting flood 
of Colonel Bryan’s garrulity. The coun- 
try will now have a chance to recover from 
that tired feeling which always overcame 
it whenever it was known that he was in 
the vicinity. The government is right, Let 
it hold on’ to Colonel Bryan until he has 
had a chance to do something. 


STARTLING NEWS FROM CRETE. 

The British government, in the flush of its 
great success at Khartum, finds itself con- 
fronted with a sudden call for vigorous 
measures in Crete, where its authority has 
been resisted and its troops attacked by 
Mussulmans. The immediate cause of the 
outbreak seems to have been the appoint- 
ing of Christians as revenue officials at 
Candia. This so inflamed the Mussulmans 
that they sought to break into the rev- 
enue office by force. They were resisted 
by the British guards, who were doing 
police duty, and were fired upon. The 
Mussulmans rushed to arms and rioting 
broke out all over the city.. Christians were 
attacked in their houses and their shops 
were looted. A British war vessel in the 
harbor shelled the city and it was soon in 
flames. The outcome at this writing is 
not known, but the situation is evidently so 
serious that vigorous measures will have 
to be taken to put down the rampant Mus- 
sulmans and end these periodical uprisings 
against Christians, which may yet threaten 
the peace of Europe. Crete is a dangerous 
legacy of the Turko-Grecian war. At the 
outbreak of that war the powers defined 
their policy'in a note to Turkey. They 
decided that Crete could not be annexed 
to Greece, and that, while the integrity 
of the Ottoman Empire must be maintained, 
the island should have an absolute au- 
tonomy and separate government under the’ 
high suzerainty of the Sultan. The Sultan’s 
authority has been maintained, in form at 
least, but autonomy has not been conceded 
to the Cretans. Crete has remained a 
ward of the powers, but the guardians, 
jealous of each other, have been remiss in 
their duties as usual and the Cretfin ques- 
tion is no nearer settlement now than it 
was a year and a half go, when little Greece 
stepped in so rashly and tried to stamp out 
Turkish authority. Until that question is

Objections of Small Politicians Silenced 
by Evident Decision of the People to 
Keep Territory Acquired by War. 


‘There is not so much shouting in Demo- 
cratic conventions and councils as there was 
a month ago about the frightful perils of 
territorial acquisition. Apparently the lead- 
ers have been hearing from the people, and 
have found that the less they say about the 
unwisdom of keeping territory which has 
been legitimately acquired through a war 
undertaken from the noblest and most un- 
selfish motives, and conducted with such 
vigor and success as to command the. ad- 
miration of the worid, the better for them. 

They have probably begun to discover also 
that the average American has a bigger 

-pride in his country than ever before, and a 
stronger desire to see it take a place in the 
front rank. of the world’s civilizing and 
progressive forces. Small politicians are 
likely to suppose that the ideas of the ped- 
ple are as narrow and selfish as their own. 
If they ever were, the nation’s conception of 
its place in the world has been altered by the 
events of this year. 

It is true that Americans desire an eco- | 
nomical government. They do not want to 
spend countless millions for fuss and feath- 
ers, for display and pretense of officials 
chosen as agents of the people, for a big and 
utterly useless army, standing around idle 
and eating up the bread of workers without 
having power to render any practical service 
of value to the millions. In that feeling 
there has been nochange. Thecountry does 
not want an idle and useless standing army 
any more than it has in times past. But your 
average American, if unwilling tO pay a dol- 
lar for nothing, has always shrewdness 
enough to pay a dollar for something worth | 
more than that sum. An idle army he does 
not want. But an army necessary or in the 
_ highest degree useful to the country he pays. 
for without hesitation. He counts with keen 
intelligence the standing of the United 
States among nations as worth a large sum 
to the people and the wage-earners.. He 
counts the power to defend every American 
interest by land and sea, in any quarter of 
the world, worth something... He has sense 
enough to know that rich and productive 
colonies may be made by American enter- 
prise and progressiveness worth infinitely 
more than such possessions have been or 
ever could be to such other powers as have 
used them only for pasture land on which 
their politicians and younger sons were fed. 

It is interesting, and yet wide of the mark, 
what her colonies have been 
worth to Spain. Cuba and Porto Rico have 
cost her much, because they have not been 
so governed as to develop their resources or 
the productive power of their people, and 
because they have been so intolerably mis- 
governed and plundered as to involve enor- 
mous outlay every year to prevent or sup- 
press insurrections. They have cost her 
much because her administration has been 
so dishonest that a large part of the rev- 
enue due from such colonies had been stolen 
by her officials and the hordes of contract- 
ors in league with them. They have cost 
still more because, with stolid stupidity, 
Spain has strangled their trade, and conse- 
quently her own revenue, by efforts to com- 
pel these provinces to buy from Spanish 
merchants and manufacturers or not at all. 
Yet these Spanish colonies, with all these 
losses and plunderings and crushing forms 
of misrule, have paid her a large revenue. 

It is not merely a question of money to

clothes for the journey. 

Few of those who witnessed it can forget 
the pitiable spectacle presented by the ex- 
Emperor Dom Pedro, his Empress, and the 
Princes and Princesses of his house on their 
arrival at Lisbon after their expulsion from 
Brazil. They were without luggage and 
shivering in garments which, while appro- 
priate for the tropics, were in no wise suited 
| for a European climate. Indeed, so acute 
were the sufferings which they had under- 
gone during the trip across the ocean that 
one of the Emperor’s grandsons, Prince 
Peter, was delirious when they disembarked.

Corn Bulls on Frost Forecast. 


The frost prospect was the influence in 
corn. The low temperature of the North- 
west and the frost predictions for Several

The reports re- 
garding the corn crop from private sources 
in the country are about as bad as ever, and 
the samples of corn arriving would at least 
indicate that the crop is two or three weeks 
late and consequently subject to damage 
by frost.

AUTHORITATIVE FIGURES ON COTTON | 


FOR THE CURRENT YEAR. 


Increase in the Crop of Nearly 2,500,000 
Bales, Every State in the Belt Ex- 
cepting Texas Breaking All Former 
Records in the Matter of Production, 
the Grand Total of Which Is in 
Round Figures 11,200,000 Bales— 


South Is Prosperous. 


Secretary Hester of the New Orleans Cot- 
ton Exchange has made an exhaustive com- 
pilation on the cotton crop for the current 
year. In it he says: 

“The cotton crop of the United States for 
the year ending Aug. 31, 1898, amounts to 
11,190,004 bales, showing an increase over 
the crop of 1896-'97 of 2,442,030, over that of 
‘1805-'06 of 4,042,648, and over that of 1894-'95 
of 1,298,742 bales. Every State in the cotton 
belt, except Texas, produced more cotton in 
1897-98 than ever @efore recorded, and in 
fact, barring the exception, the crop 
throughout the cotton belt was practically 
perfect. The yield in Texas was materially 
larger than last year, but its total was not 
up to its previous maximum (the growth of 
1894-'95) by 201,147 bales. 

‘**Compared with last year, in round 
figures, 1,615,000 bales of the excess was in 
the groups known as the ‘*‘ Other Gulf ’”’ and 
Atlantic States; Texas (including Indian 
Territory) showing an increase of 827,000; 
the guif States (Arkansas, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, Tennessee, Missouri, Oklahoma, 
Utah, and Kansas) of 943,000, and the At- 
lantic States (Alabama, Georgia, Florida, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Kentucky, 
and Virginia) of 672,000. A noticeable feature 
is the increase of production in Oklahoma 
and Indian Territories (the latfer counted 
statistically as part of Texas), the gain in 
which has been 264,000 bales. 

‘“‘The year, like its predecessor, has been 
marked by an absence of speculative in- 
fluences, and a limited range of fluctuations. 
Expectations of an enormous crop which 
were entertained from the start were in a 
measure offset by the small stocks, visible 
and invisible, at the close of the previous 
season, and with little aid except from spin- 
ners’ purchases the market dropped from 
the weight of the movement from an open- 
ing of 71-16c per pound for middling to 
under 6c in the third week in October, until 
in the middle of January 5 3-1l6c, the lowest 
figure of the season, was witnessed. At or 
near 5c per pound for middling seemed to 
be considered the danger line, and while, in 
the. face of the large crop outturn, a con- 
stantly timid feeling was manifested by 
operators for a rise, the low price and past 
experience deterred short. sellers. . Prac- 
tically, for the most part, spinners had the 
market to themselves, and though the crop 
was disposed of freely enough for its size,
